The "depopulation of Ireland con-' 


tinues, in a way that must cause 
discouragement to those who hoped 
for a new and better era in the 
founding of the Free State. Tho 
prbcess began many jears ago as a 
result of unfavorable economic con- 
ditions, •which were attributed to 
the selfish and oppressive 'conduct 
of the landlords and the unfavor- 
able policies of the British govern- 
ment, which was 
charged 
with 


sacrificing- Irish industries in -order 
to'promote those,, of England and 
Scotland. 
For three 
generations 


it was complained that the Irish 
people were being driven into exilp 
to escape starvation, and it was 
promised that if ever 
the island 


should regain self-government emi- 
gration, •'would cease, many exiles 
would return, and Ireland

be rehabilitated. 


The bitter fact is, however, that 


since the creation of the Free State 
emigration has continued, at e\ep 
a greater rate than before

- INADEQUATE TAX LEVIES. 


State Treasurer Robinson raises an interesting 


question in his monthly report on state finances 
when" he attempts to place responsibility for a huge 
general fund deflclt'upon the shoulders of a previous 
democratic administration. 


Mr. Robinson asserts the tax levies, of 1923 and 


1924 we're insufficient to meet running expenses -f 


. the state government. 


- That is an amazing suggestion from the treasurer 


who was a member of the Wate tax board which 
fixed those levies. Mr. Brvan and Secretary of State 
Pool were the. only elective officials in the state 
house belonging to the democratic party. Mr. Rob- 
inson and Mr. Marsh, the state auditor, also mem- 
bers of the tax board, are republicans. But Mr. Hob- 


• 'inson would "have the people believe the governor 


and his tax commissioner decide what the levy shall 
be and the other three state officials are nothing more 


. than dummies. 
So these tax levies, which Mr. 


V- Robinson_now says were inadequate, were permitted 


'to go through without protest oh his part. 


If Mr. Robinson's present contention is correct, 


ho certainly'neglected: his plain duty in. 1923 and 
1924. He might not have prevented • the tax le(vy 
'which Mr. Bryan decided upon from going through, 
but he could have vigorously challenged it.' It was 
not until'more than two years "later, In the heat 


"•of another campaign, and under pressure from re- 


publican polltlclans\that Mr. Robinson suddenly came 
to life and discovered the Bryan tax levies .were not 
sufficient to meet the needs of the state.

Governor McMullen's two years, the total appropria- 
tions were ?29,000,000 but the ga-soline tax, a new 
source of revenue which did not exist under Bryan, 
has exceeded by $1,000,000 "the estimated funds it 
was expected to bring into the treasury. So, instead 
of $29,000,000 Governor McMullen will,, spend $30,000,- 
000, or $9,000,000 more than his predecessor in 'office. 


' That $3,000,000 is a sum'equalto the estimated .cost 
I'of the monumental capitol building which Nebraska 


is now constructing. 


Governor McMullen, and now. Treasurer Robin- 


son, have been endeavoring to'"-persuade, the people 
of Nebraska the financial worries of the present 
administration are heritages from Mr. Bryan's inef- 
ficient handiihgr of-state affairs.- 


The record will not substantiate their claims. 
On June 30, 1925,' the end of the Bryan biennum, 


* the general _fund had an apparent, cash balance of 


$44,000. It has this, in the face of the fact that $460,- 
000 of old McKelvie highway deficiency claims, had

These are the same deficiency claims to which Mr.

who did suffer from theft. His premiums helped pay 
their losses-and in addition assisted, in maintaining, 
the insurance companies, whose function it is to. 
equalize such losses, so that the burden on none shall., 
be unbearably heavy. 


Insurance premiums are presumable based upon 


the risk assumed and the greater :the number of thefU 
the higher, necessarily, must -be -the level of pre- 
m'uims. It is riot good business, therefore, for ono 
to.bc careless with'his car-just-because.he happens 
to have it Insured. '.Most auto owners believe that 
insurance premiums are. high enough at present, but 
if "car thefts keep on growing in numbers rates will 
go'higher 
The insurance companies insist on get- 


ting not only cost, but a profit out'of what they have 
to" sell. So; it is up to tlie car owner to assist in 
keeping the price"down.

Child Labor Laws 


NEW YORK. .Oct. S.—OT—Pro- 


hibitory child labor laws do .not 
cause a proportionate in crease in 
school attendance, Howell Cheney, 
chairman of the committe on junior 
education and "employment of the 
National Association of Manufac- 
turers, reported to the convention 
oC that 
organization 
yesterday. 


Most children, he added, do not 
profit by remaining in school after 
they are 14. 
The contention that more chil- 


dren leave school because of men- 
tal Inability than because of pov- 
erty or other economic conditions 
was made by Mr. Cheney. Assert- 
ing that child, labor in general is 
steadily on the decrease, he quoted 
figures to :show that in the south-| 
ern states, as a rule, te propor- 
tion of children employed In manu- , 
faSturing and mechanical pursuits 
is somewhat less than the average 
of tho northern states, particularly 
those that are engaged In textile 
occupations. 


Concerning the general decrease 


in child labor durin grecent years, 
Mr. Cheney pointed 
out that in 


Mississippi, where 53 per cent of 
the children from 10 to 15 years 
old were employed in 1910, only 
25 per cent were employed in 1920. 
All others state showed a smaller 
proportion of children employed In 
1920 than in 1910, he said.

1903, and 1905. .He was defeated for 
the Senate In 1916 by Clark Ober-

a candidate.

Having served seven terms'in the 


legislature, it Is high time .the vot- 
ers of. Lancaster, county decide to 
leave Senator Warner at home with 
his. "grain, livestock, alfalfa." His 
treachery in hamstringing the state 
serum plant makes him richly de- 
serve defeat. 
Why? For the reason that right 
now hog cholera-^ Is appearing in 
:alarmlng virulence in many- parts 
_of Nebraska, and the newspapers 
"report a serious shortage of hog 
cholerav serum. One .high authority 
declares. that in all the < privately 


. owned serum plants of the United 
States there is not enough serum 
to inoculate 100 head of hogs.

"Since 1923 serum companies have 
turned out a comparatively small 
amount of their product because the- 
demand has been slack," Dr. Alford 
'continued. "Many of the smaller 
companies closed down about this 
fltime and only the more stable firms 
continued operation. Business con- 
tinued to be poor for these compan- 
ies.

"Enough .serum was produced last 


spring to take care of the demand 
for vaccination of spring pigs, al- 
though a relatively 
small number 


of the hogs in the country were 


-- vaccinated. After the spring demand 


had been filled, many secum plants 
closed down as there was little or 
no call for It. There is probably a 
smaller' surplus of hog-cholera ser- 
um ln_the United States than ever 
"before."

' The hog cholera plague in Ne- 
braska will probably continue to 
spread until, cold weather sets 
in. 
Dr. Alford said,. urging all-farmers 
wh have hogs sick to burn the dead 
ones and try in every possible way 
to keep the disease from spreading.
